Margaret Anglin in Notable Revival

Margaret Anglin 18 one of the really coms-
paratively few great living actreddes. One
spenks of “great lving aotreason’ —the majority
of great notresses, of course, heing doad, The
snmeo Ix Inevitably true of grent, very great,
playwrights,

Howosver. Miss Anglin I8 very much salive—so
much so that her husband fieures In aulomos=
blle nrreasts while she, heprcelf, revives u play
written by one of the brillinnt men of
the century—a man to whom, Iying in a grave
In Montmurtre, han coms an full nml deserved
recognition for surpaksing Wit and geniuy.

“Lady Windermere's Fan' In which
Anglin uppeardd last night at the Broad Htraet
Thentre, i n play of admirable technique, an
evenihg's dramatic menu in which every course
I8 merverd with tartar sauce. Thers has never
been n more seductive, n more subtle, o more
delightfully worldly Mrs. Erlynne than the one
presented by Miss Anglin,  Miss Anglin makes
that brilliant womun, of i dublous character,
really winning, On the stage this type usually
lsn't. In Wilde's play this woman, tragical In
her life, becomes a mother desirous of protect-
Ing her child. Mrs. Erlynne is perhaps the
most appealing ¢haracter In the Wilde plays,
At such, Mlss Anglin played the part with an
intellectunl understanding, an artistic restraint
which Wilde himselfl would have admired,

If “"Lady Windermere's Fan" Is alrendy nn
anachrenlsm so far as upper Fifth avenue or
Rittonhouse Square are concernad, ita satire
on social and home frallty ls quite as apropos
as when Wilde wrote it.  As a play It is far
superior to the Eugene Walter und 'Gus Thomns
productions as they attempt to deal, serjously
or aotherwise, with sociul and other problems.

Miss Anglin's cast Is admirable, Ruth Holt
Bouclenult Is a scintilant Duchess of Berwick.
Florence Carpenter, as Ludy Windermere, was
Inslnuatingly eaptivating. While Sidney Green-
streat plnyed Lord Lorton Incomparably, there
have been much better Lord Windermeres than
thnt enacted by Leonard Willey, the heralded
Australinn star. Mr, Willey was a bit too in-
tense—too intonse, you know. Altogether, Miss
Anglin's revival la notable. It i® perhaps one
of the hest, if not the hest, presentation of
Oscar Wilde's delectable play.
